A boat from tlie Mesaba, eoii- 
tainiiif; tlie eliief ollicer and live men, 
was l.iniiched, and the chief nlliccr Iiual- 
ly succeeded in securing a line from the 
Ciiliinia, but the seas were so hi^'li tliat 
he was forced to dro)) it. as its wei>;lit 
was endanKeriiii; tin? boat's crew of the 
Mesaba. As nij;lit was falling and the 
strent,'ili of the .mile was increasing, fnr- 
llier attempts to take the Catania iu tow 
weri> imjiussible. 

The Catania then signalled, " Don't 
abandon mo," and the .Mesaba answered 
that she would not. 'I'lieii llie ilesalia 
asked tho Catania to abandon their sliip, 
hut they refused.

for Washington, your corresi)ondent had 
a brief conversation with Lord Ilers- 
cliell.

His Lordship was' evidently a little jnit 
out at tlie attacks which have been made 
upon liim, but said he had long realized 
that this was one of tlie iieiialties which 
men in public life Iiavc to face. So far 
from there having been any saeriliee of 
Canadian interest, he could only say that 
the Canadian people would be in a jiosi- 
tion to judKC of the work of the commis- 
sion when a treaty was signed, and not 
till then. L'p to the present, although 
eoiiHiderable work had been done, it 
coiiUl hardly be said that anything li,*id 
been accmiiplishtd. Tl;i' Meeomplisli- 
lueiit \vould be the treaty itself. 

The hoard of arbitration . in couueclion. 
witii tlie disputed accounts between On-, 
tario nnd Quebece ond the Dominidh re- 
sinned its sittings here' t'o.-d(ify. The ar- 
bitrators. aro.,Sir,L. .Casaplt for Quebec,

Ju8tfc6-Burbidge for the Dominion.' Ar- 
Kumont by counsel on furtlior quostioils 
respecting the division and adjustment

NatioiKile meeting last night iu the 
course of his spci'i-li Sir Wilfrid l>iuirier 
said that as to the Yukon railway it had 
been tlie conviction and policy of the 
guverument that Yulion should pay (or 
Yukon, and its policy was to build a 
railway affording access to the coun- 
try by the best practicable route with- 
out one cent of cost to the country. If it 
had been built as -' a - government roail 
last year tho line could hnve been -ex- 
tended tliis year to tlie Ttiver Yukon, 
After referring to the senate's rejection 
of the Mackenzie it I^lanu bonnssed 
monopoly scheme, the Prt'inier said: 

"Rut what tho Ilouse of Lords could 
not lie, till' senate of Canada lias done. 
The sciiati' of (!aiiada as eonstitiiled can 
ignore all bodies in the slati! and cannot; 
be obligiMJ to siiliniit to the popular will, 
e.Ncept by conipiilsioii, and we want no 
ri volulioii in this <'0uiitry. 

"Our only coiirHO then is to reform tho 
senate b.v limiting its powers and sub- 
jecting it to some control. Now-, what 
will this control be. It is a (piestion of- 
.great delicacy and dlllleiiUy. Shall wc 
make tlie senate elective I am not in. 
favor of that system. Wo have but 
one electoral body in this country, and' 
it is represented by the House of Com^ 
mens. An elective senate would simply 
mean doubling the power of the eleetora! 
body. The reform we shonld, make will 
leave the senators the same in number 
as tliey are to-day, namely 8'2, and tl^e . 
mode of appointuieiit the same. 'Plie- 
refonn we ))i-oi)ose ifi this: When there "is 
a eonllict between the senate and the 
popular liouse, then there should be u 
joint vote and the majority should carry. 
Tliat, :gcntleinctf,. is,, the jreform ,wo have 
to prbpo8'fe;.t9''thc peoplii. of Canada.",

It was 1)11 June 5 lliat tlie sliip left 
licre oil her Southern cruise and since 
then she has been much of tlie time 
llie Southern coast between CalUu) and 
Salvador, whore Captain Kirl)y was tlie 
KUi'st of the president. Several times lier 
decks were cleared for action aiul once 
1 Mine's looked decidedly serious. Tliis 
was wlieii war appcied inevitable be- 
iween (ireal Britain and France. Tlie 
riiaetoii at that time was at Uoquinibo. 
She received orders to jireparu for war, 
and takiii); on coal and stores at once 
made ready for liKlit. Orders came next 
for her to proceed to Callao, which she 
ilid; but by tlie time of her arrival there 
the war cloud had passed. 

It was, however, a reiiiarkahle voyage 
ull through, for the geuial eomiiaiiy 
abourd and events crowded upon eacli 
other in rapid succession. Goin^; ivttm 
Callao to' Panama, the English spea Ic- 
ing residents, ashore, at some stopping 
places en route, entertained the otllccrs 
at hunting alligators, a sport that af- 
I'order great amusement and much excite- 
ment. Then at Lima the oflicers wii- 
iiosscd several bull fights, such as are 
seldom s(>en in the closing days of n 
civilization century. 

Another war scare was on at Coquim- 
1)0 when theship was there and the Chil- 
ian fleet was seen to make preparations 
for action. The cause of the trouble was 
llie boundary line ^'Oiiteiitioa conmion 
witli th(> South Ainericiiii republics but, 
at the particular timi> of the I'liaeton's 
visit, at fever pitch between Chili and 
ihi> Argentine republic. The latter have 
now some vessels of war and thing's 
looked for a time as though battle would 
Im! waged between the two. Had it been 
the question of sea power it would have 
been soon disposed of by the Chilian 
lleet — a fleet that now includes some good 
ships — but it is possible tlie lighting on 
hind would be lonj; continued. 

The I'haeton, leaving this scene, went 
to Acapulco and from there was orderiul 
to Central America — where a petty rovo- 
Intioii was in jirotjress — to protect the in- 
l(,'rests of British siilijects. The dis- 
lurbaiicc, however, did not last long. 
"While at Torumfo, a port in Central 
America, the Phaeton made search foi 
ten natives who liad been carried to sea 
in a lif,'liter. The men had nothing with 
thcni but a cask of whiskey, and that 
all were drowned is now beyond «iues- 
tion, as no traces of them have ever been 
found. 

Going afterwards to Acapulco, the 
I'haeton was ordered bark to lOsfiuiiiialt. 
Her log now shows 20,0U0 miles as hav- 
ing been travelled since leaving Kbqul- 
malt and 4,;i00 tons of coal consumed in 
a total absence of 123 days. When cross- 
ing the Gulf of Tehuantipec on the. re- 
turn voyage a very severe gale was 
encountered which carried away- two of 
the ship's boats andv.smashed the jib- 
boom. A second gaici First Lieutenant 
'Oayley says, was experienced on the 
return, but of less violence.

'I'lie 
I..ouisc, biMUK resistored in the United 
States, is also exempt. The Nalili'on, 
however, is registered in Victoria, and 
her assessDieut, toKCther with that of the 
company's olllce furniture, is fixed at 
.?2(»,000. Mr. I'eters, Q. ("., aiijieareil 
for tbe eoinpany. In rc>;ard to their 
Hteainurs, the Nora, l''lora and Ora, the 
B. li, & K. N. Co. claim that, alt hough 
registered in \'ictoria. the sleainers 
were in the iN'. W. T., and would never 
return to this place. .Mr. Hattenbury 
aiipeared in person for 1Ih> company. 
Mr. Mills gave a decision similar to that 
in the Nalileen case, and the assessment 
■\>-as fixed at .'?"Jl,(tU(l. The ccimiiaiiy's 
stores in C'assiar had their assessment 
lixed at .f.'!,(X)U. There was another 
steanior ease apiieal, this one by the 
Stikein Navigation. Co., who were as- 
sessed at ii;2r),000. They admitted per- 
sonal property to the value of !p5,00(J, 
but hi regard to _thc steamer Stikccn 
Chief took the ground that the vessel 
had boon wrcclicd and tlie if35,000 in- 
surance was payable in London, and 
not, therefore, within the assessment act 
limits.

Owing to the occurronee- of nii- 
expoctod ciriMimstanccs, llie outcome i f 
the (lay is at the present writin;; luicer- 
liiin. If all till! niouihers wore in tlieir 
phicCK, the house woidd probably <liviiie 
20 to 18 on the vote for sppnkcr, liiil 
two KClitlonieii who lire with the opposi- 
lion, .Messrs. 'I'liriier and Neilson, will 
he absent, iiml there is .some uiiecrtaiidy 
ns to whether some of the others ivill 
feci warranted in tatiug their scats. 
The KOVPrnmeiit expert to have no dilli- 
culty in eU'ctiii^r the speahiT by a small 
Miajority, but if Mr. Turner and Mr. 
Ncilson were present, a very different 
face would be put upon the situation in 
view of the objections apiinst rertain 
unpporters of the ffoveniiiieiit takinj; 
part in the vote. As matters now np- 
pear, the likelihood is that, having elect- 
ed tho speaker, the government will find 
itself, if not in a minority, nt least with- 
■out a majority. A persistent rumor i.s in 
circulation in Kovernnipnt circles to Iho 
■efrect that a dissolution may oei'Ur at 
any time. Possibly this i.s intended as 
aiu inducement to members to support 
the ministry and thereby avoid the 
i^rouble of another contest, but if so, it 
Svill utterly fail of iiceoiiiiilishinK its pnr- 
poso. Wo refuse to iR'Iicve that 3If. 
SJcmlin will meet the house with Iho 
Xiieutenant-Govornor's promiso of n dis- 
.solution in his pocket, or that he will 
necessarily ho Kraiited a. ilissoliu imi in 
the event of his being defeated, or iind- 
ing himself unable to carry an business. 

One feature of tho situation Is likely 
lo ckusc soijie einbarnussniont to Mr. 
.'Senilin. It has been understood that 
■an agreement was made bctwooji him 
sind Mr. Martin, whereby he was to re- 
tire from tho premiership when the 
liouse met. lie will not care to carry 
flUt this aKreemeiit, but if Mr. Martin 
does not insist ui)on his pouinl of tlesli, 
he will belie his rei>ntalion as .m. political 
Shylock. Even if he .should be eonli'iit 
to. wail a little in order to whet his ap- 
l>ctite, no one will for a nionient sniiiiose 
that he -will be content to fnllnw Mr. 
Seinlin's lead in the liouse. lie re/used 
to follow it in Cowichan for it is w(<ll 
known thnt, as soon ns he learned thnt 
.Mr. Sword was solectod by Semliii 
as a candidate, he passed the word tn 
his wing of the cabinet, to keep out nf 
the fight. The division existliiK in the 
cabinet itself cannot long be kept con- 
cealed'. It is likely to tiike the fonn of 
nil open rupture at any time. 

Whether it shall lie Idiik or sliorl, we 
look for a very inleresliiig session. Tho 
consititutional question involved in the 
dismissal of tho Into goreniincnt will 
<loubtless he considered at leiifilh. Tlie 
recent dismissals will iialiiriilly coiiie up, 
and lherc> are other subjects, llie dis- 
cussion of whicli ouglit to give ri.se to 
very livcdy sessions.

Two very intercstinjr (ivicslions arise 
connection with the o])i>iiinj.' nl" llie le; 
laliire l.i-ilay. ( )iie is as In tlir riu-lil of 
Mr. llij.'L'ins |.i v.ile for Siii\il;i r, ruder 
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the law ho does not appear to bo in n 
position to do so. At tho general elec- 
tion Messrs, Poolcy and BuIIen were 
oleetod in. ;Bsquiiiialt district, and- under 
tho provisions of the law, the returning 
otUcer returned the writ so endorsed. 
TJiis return stands until it has boon 
niiiended by the house in piirsnanco of 
the jnd),'niciit of the court in the election 
Ciiso, unseating Mr. Bullen on the re- 
count and seating Mr. Higgins, Soqtiop 
3ii2 of the law relating to election^ pro- 
vides (IS follows: 

The returning olTlcer shall immediately 
after the closiiij,' of the election transiiiit 
to llie refristrar of the Sii[ii'eiiie eourl the 
writ uf cleetioii uiid Iiis return thereon. 

This is the record of the result of tho 
election ami stnnda good until it has boon 
regularly altered in accordance with the 
provisions of the law. Section 231, suh- 
sL'ction ■5, provides as follows: 

At the conclusion of the trial the judge 
who tried the petitions shall determine 
wliotlier tbe nieiiiher whose return or 
eleelioii is coiiipliiiiied of, or aii,v and 
wliiil other iierson was duly relumed or 
cleeled. or wliellier the election was void, 
and sliiill forlliwith certify in writing 
such (letcrnrmatioii to tlie Speaker and 
upon such certificate being given such 
determination, subject to tho right of 
appeal hereinafter contained, shall bo 
final to all intents and purposes. 

Il is lo he assiiineil thai llie jii(lj.'e In 
fnre v.iioin lUe reeinint v.as lii'lil has 
ti iiusiiiilleil the eeit iliiM t e lo llie Siieaker. 
Kill, there is no Speaker, lieeaiise tlie 
house has not yet been organizeil. The 
interpretation section of tlie act provi<k'8 
as follows: 

"Speaker" shall be deemed to incUulc 
the person for the time being lawfully 
acting as Speaker; and when the olllce 
of Speaker is vacant, the clerk of the 
legislative nssembly or any other oflleer 
for the time being performing the duties 
of the clerk of the logislntlvc as8eml)ly 
shnll be deemed to be substituted for and 
to be included in the- expression "the 
Speaker. " 

It may lie (daimed that under this sei- 
tiou tlie clerk of the assembly has llie 
right to deal with the certificate of the 
jiiilge, l>ut we do not think this p<isili(iii 
can bo sustained, because the act directs 
what is to he done with such certilieate, 
aiul what is directed cannot he done until 
after llie house lias lieeii or^'aiiized and 
heguii its regular business. We refer 
to section 251 of the act: 

The legislative assembly upon being 
'nfornicd of such certificate and report 
or reports, if any, shall order the same 
to bo entered in tho journals and shull 

give the necessary direct i<ni for conlirin 
ing or altering the ri.'turn. 

Until tho return has been amended by 
tlic legislature Sir, Higgins cannot law 
fully take his seat, and the return can- 
not 1)0 amended until tifter a Speaker has 
hccii i-lected, which is the first act of tli 
legi.slative iisseinhly. So even if w;o grant 
tliiiL the clerk has tlio right to open tin 
.report made by tin: judge, there is nolle 
ing that tho house can do with it until 
lifter the Speaker has been ideeteil. 

'I'here is a precedent on the subjecl, 
ami curiously enough it comes from Es- 
(iiiinialt. Some years ngo Mr. I'ooley 
was scatccf on a recount, liis opponent 
having been returned ns elected. Mr. 
Pooley (lid not take his seat until after 
election of the Speaker and the liousi 
hiiil ordered the return to be iiiueiided. 
The Colonist docs not know how 2bLr. 
Iliggins will look at the matter, but it 
fancies he will not care to do an act <if 
dolllitfiil legality. 

Another interesting question is raised 
h.v the pctilion aKiliust Mr. i'renliee. It 
was c.^pectcll that the case would liave 
been disposed of before the house met, 
lint an ndjonrnnient having boon un- 
avoidable, Mr. Treiiti<>e linds bimsidf 
eouf routed willi a rather serious problcMy. 
If the point upon which the petitioner 
relies as to Mr. Prentice's qualification 
is well taken, there is no doubt tluit he 
cannot lake his seat. Tho law imposes 
a pejialtj- of .^."lOO a day upon nny person 
who sits or votes in the bouse when dis- 
iptalitied. It would bo unreasonable to 
expect Mr. rrentice to tnke the verj' 
Kreat eliaiiee of subjecting himself to 
siuh penalties, and wo think in fairness 
lo him it iniiy he assumed thnt he has 
no desire to occupy his seat, if he is 
not legally entitled to it. 

Tlic iiosition of Mr. Hall has been con- 
sidered by some persons as one of jeo- 
pardy, lint wi> do not think the law war- 
rants such a i-ontention. Mr. Hall sup- 
plied coal to the I.ieutennnt-Govi'rnor 
and was paid for it by a treasury check. 
It is contended thnt this disqualifies 
liini. "We do not think so, nor do we 
think that :iiiy lawyer will contend that 
il. lines. The section of the law ap|ili- 
<'alile is as follows: 

.\o person whosoever holding' or enjoy- 
iin:, iiiidiTtakiii;; or exeeulin^: direclly or 
iiiili lecily, alone or with any oilier, by 
himself or by llie iiiterposiiion of any 
iriisli'c or lliird parl.v. any i-oiilr,-ici or 
a^'reenieiil with ller .Majesty, or with 
any inildic ollice ur deparliiieiil, with re- 
peel In the piililie service of this iirovince 
nr iiniler which any piililie money of lliis 
prnviiiee is lo lie paid for any service of 
work, shall he cliKiblo as a member <if 
the legislative iissenibly nor shnll ho sit 
or vole ill the siinii'. 

This section, being in restraint of indi 
vidtiis! rights, must ho construed strictly. 
It cannol be ehiinied thai if the T,ieulen- 
aiil-l invernor or the i'ri\ ale Secretary or 
liny one else orders soiiiethiiig for gov- 
ernment House, the person furnishing 
it performs a service or work. No court 
would hold ilia I a contract by which a 
person engaged lo pia-form "service or 
work" mean I, in tin! absence of anything 
else, lluit he should furni.sli goods and 
nicTcliaiidise. hut this is not vc^y ma- 
terial, for .Uio section requites thnt an 
nntoecdent confrnct or ngrel'nvent shall 
have been made wilh Her Majesty or 
some puhlic ollicer or ilepii rl iiient to 
make tlie receipt of public, money a dis- 
<Hiii lilication. If the Liouten^ij^^-Oover- 
t; up a coal iniirflllijnt ami 



"any public ofllcc-r or department" within 
the meaning of tho act, for the Ijieu- 
tcnant-Govcrnor is neither such a public 
oilicor nor such a department {is, the act 
contemplates. He is a federal oflleer 
and no provision of tho legislature ap- 
plies to Iiim unless it i.* expressly ><i> 
stated tliorein, thnt is, when the legis- 
lature sjicaks of public olUcers it means 
provijicial olUcera only. We draw utten- 
tion^feo the fact that the simple payment 
o'f money to an individual for service or 
work does not disqualify him. There 
must iirst be a contract or agreement 
with cortnin ponsons, who are speoiQed, 
ami ia the absence of such a contract 
or agreement, the simple fact of the pay- 
ment of money out of the revenue of the 
province is not a disipialilication. AVe 
think, therefore, that Mr. Hall's, position 
is very clour and that he is not disquali- 
fied. 

In refraril to Mr. Xeill, the Colonist Iiiis 
been iiiforine<l, U[)oii what it cannot bin 
regard as very excellent autliorily, that 
he at the time of his election was a 
party to ii bond given in a criminal case. 
1 r this is true, then ho is under a con- 
trnct to Ilor Jliijcsty, and clearly was 
ineligible ns a candidate and is now dis 
quullfied from sitting in tho house.

The Colonist must apidogize for' hav- 
ing overlooked un article which ap- 
peared In the News- Advertiser on the 
10. \- \. railway innlter in its issue of 
the li.'iril lilt. The only excuse lliat we 
have lo oflVr is that the article appeared 
just before (.'hristiiuis, and there wore 
other things to think ab<iut nt that time. 

The Ne\vs-,Vilvertiser begins its article 
by a reference to llie Colonist, whicli" is 
iinendeil lo be iiisiilling. but is simply 
conleniptilile. It alleges that tlie writ- 
ers for the Colonist are employed by 
-Mr. Dimsmuir just as section men are 
eniplo.ved on the K. & N. rnllway, and 
that when the Coloiiisl defends .Mr. 
Uiinsmuir. what it says ought not lo 
have any weight, because it is practi- 
cally Mr. Dunsmulr defending Mr. 
Dunsmuir. 'Without commenting upon 
the News-.\dverliser's reference to llie 
niiiiiner in M-liiidi llie staff of the Colo- 
f.int is emi)ltiyed, e.^cept to say that i( is 
false, we proceed at once to iidmil, for 
the sake of the argument, thnt what it 
says is right, and that -when tlie Colo- 
nist, defends Mr. iMiiisinnir il is a case 
of -Mr. Dunsnuiir defending himself. 
'L'his is not true, because Mr. Dunsmuir 
is not consulted an *to Aviiiit appears, in 
the Colonist, hnl we are willing to iid- 
iiiil. lor present purposes thnt he not only 
is so consulted, hut that the articles are 
siilimilleil to biin for approval. "\Ve lire 
liri'pared lo concede that, as Mr. Francis 
<'arter-Cottoii, Finance Minister, says 
ill his newspaper, when the Colonist 
undertaki's to diseiiss inallers coiiiieeted

Why should tliis right he de- 
nied lo ^fr. DimsniuirV II is denied him 
if what he says lias no -weighf because 
III! says it. Tbe Colonist's slatoineiils 
in defence' of Mr. Dunsinuir's policy 
(•oiiHisted of stuteinonts of fact. There 
was not an expression of opinion in the 
•• defence, ' from beginning to end. M'e 
slated that a ccrtaia number of cliiiins 
bad been filed in the I'}. & N. belt, thnt 
persons who desired to perfect their title 
lo their claims hiid been in all respects 
liberally treated by the eonipaiiy. 'I'hi' 
News-.\ilvertiser tells tlie |iulilic Unit 
these statements are nol cnlitled to any 
weight, because they are made hy .Mr. 
Dunsmuir. Tlic Colonist is not accused 
of stating what is not true. Mr, Solly, 
who is quoted by the Colonist as iiutlior- 
ity for Ihe statistics, is nol <'har;;c<l with 
misstating tlicm. The correctness of 
the references to the records of the com- 
pany are not disputed. The News-Ad- 
vertiser contents itself with informing 
llie puldie thai, anything which .\lr.

Sir:— My first words in opening 
this letter must be an admission 
that I am properly conscious of the fact 
that nnder ordinary cireuinstnnccs noth- 
ing that concerns so humble an iinli- 
yidnal as myself can have any possilile 
interest for the public; and if in what 
follows it should appear that the person- 
ality of the writer occupies a prominent 
position in the circumstances described, 
it will be understood that this is una- 
voidable in dealing with the Subject in 
hand. 

■\Vliat I have to say concerns the Hon- 
orable .Senator Teinpleman, my cxjieri- 
ence when a member of the stafT of his 
organ, the Times, in so far as that ex- 
perience has any iiolitical signilicaiice, 
and therefore any interest for the public, 
and the condition of the Liberal party in 
British Columbia. 

For a long time past it has been ajipar- 
ciit that the interests of tho Liberal 
party in Victoria did not receive proper 
attention at the hands of the snpiiiiscd 
leader of (he party in this city — the Hon 
orable Senator Templeniaa. I was well 
aware of this, but niy iiosition as an em- 
ployee of (he T''inies obviously prevented 
ine from giving expression to my views 
on that subject. Xow, however, that I 
Inivi! severed my ciainectioii with the 
'J'imes, I am free to s[ieaU. 

It is my eonvietiiin that tUo Ilonnrable 
Senator Temiileman is not entitled to 
hold the ]iiisitioii nf leader of the jiarty 
in this city: that his success iiolitically 
lias not. been earned by meritorious ser- 
vice in the party's interests, and that bis 
occuiiancy of the )iolitical iiositinu he 
holds is not conducive (o ilie par(y's wel- 
fare. It is not my intention at jiresent 
to examine into (he political record of 
tile I Iniinriil)l(' Senillor 'I'cinplcniau in 
detail. More (itting opportunity will 
ilriulillcss arise in the near future. 

My experience as an employee of the 
lliiadrable Senatnr Tcinpleniaa has been 
unifiue; and (his, in eonjiiiietion with the 
fact that I served him in a not wholly 
non-political capacity, will be, perhaps, 
snIUclent justification for my departhig 
from the rules which ordinarily govern 
political discussion, nnd alluding for a 
moment to certain eircumstanccs relat- 
ing to the treatment I received at his 
hands. 

I had taken an nctiye interest in local 
politics previous. to Mny,.1804. when I 

entered the employ Of tllO. Honorable 

Senator Teinpleman. Never' did' nnyono 
enter npiiii his dalles more determined to 
serve employer fiilthfuUy, 'cbriflcicntious- 
ly and well; scldqin did one' individual 
labor more successfully', in the interests 
of iiiiothor, both in a.huslnesa nnd iioliti- 
cal eapiieity; never did such service rcaii 
greater ingratitude, such chilling iudif- 
ference and brow-ben ting nrrognnce. 
Not one kind word, not one friendly o.v- 
liressioii of npprovnl, . not even an ex- 
change of the cuihmon salutations of tlu' 
da.v— thIS-tvilB-Tn.v*TCwnTd-<lnring my en- 
gngomcnt In tbc service of tho'Hononihlo 
Senator Templeninn. 

ThO: temptation to enter into details at 
tills point is very great, bnt I must re- 
frain from doing so, and will oidy sn}' I 



make tho foregoing statement deliber- 
ately and with a full appreciation of the 
gravity nf my utterance. 

What has been my experience in the 
employ of the Honorable Senator Tem- 
iileman has also been the experience, but 
in a less repugniuit de.irree, of many of 
the party's supporters who have had 
dealings with the Iloiierable Senator 
Templemaii. Oenerally treated with 
.scant courtesy, sometiiiies with positive 
insult, and always in the pompous man- 
ner of the despot, many of his political 
supporters have turned away disgusted 
at the hoorisliness of one so steeped in 
egotism that he is blind to all save self. 

I respectfully submit as a Liberal that 
it is not calculated to poimlarizo Liberal- 
ism in this city that the head of the 
party here should bo a man incapable of 
observing common custom to the extent 
of according ordinary civility to those 
who have occasion to interview him on 
political matters. ,Sueh an arrangement 
cannot continue indolinitely. 

And what has been and will be the in- 
fluence of the Honorable Senator Teni- 
pleiiian upon the Ijiberal party in British 
('oliinibiaV The answer is easy. It has 
had a blighting effect in the past, and 
will have ia tlie future. Thrice rejected 
by tho electorate of Victoria and only 
saved from political oblivion by being 
thrust hurriedly into tho Senate ia the 
brilliant record of the Honorable Senator 
Tcmploinan. 

I desire it to be distinctly understood 
that in writing as I do I feol I am but 
exercising the prerogative which is the 
right of everyone who has Inliiired earn- 
estly and faithfully in support of his 
party; and I am in a position to establish, 
if occaaiou should demand, my right to 
speak with the nuthdrity of a not wholly 
insignificant worker in the rank and tile 
of the Liberal party. 

I shall probably he ciiargcd with being 
disloyal to the party's interests in bav- 
ing made this public statement. 'Weil, 
if it bo required in order to be loyal that 
ono must, stifle his manhood and bear 
without demur contemptible treatment 
from ' those who assume, without even 
the poor justification of talent, the ways 
and manners of a czar, I must respect- 
fully decline to follow where such "loy- 
alty" is required. 

One word more in conclusion: It is 
conceivable that circumstances may be 
such as would warrant one who values 
Ills reiHitation in publii.dy repndiatiiu: 
symiiathy with (he paicy of those with 
whom lie has been intimately associated 
for some time. In my opinion I am jus- 
tified in taking such action now; and I 
wish to say right hero that I regret ex- 
ceedingly it WHS my lot to ho a member 
of the stafT of a newspaper which has 
'so conducted itself as to be a positive 
detriment rather (lian a benefit to the 
community, whoso absurdities have made 
it the laughing stock of the country and 
whose freakish iioliey in diseiissinf.- mat- 
ters of public import lias broiight ilis- 
grace upon British Columbia journalism. 

In (he future, as in the iiast, I sliall 
continue to do all that I can in my hum- 
ble way to advance the true interests of 
the Liberal party in this province.

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Fublic Meeting of Victorians Asks 
I'liat ttie Law of the Laud / 
Be Euforced. 



A Night of Disorder Terminates 
"With the Adop.iou of iiesolu- 
.tious ou Mpral Hctorni. 



The public incotiiif,' .'il Ijjo uUy hull 
last night to discu.ss thu miction of the 
police coiumiiisiouoi'B iit their meeting ou 
Becember 29 was deddcdly stormy for ii 
time, and some oi the spcaljers hiid ii 
Kooil (loul of dilllculty in goUing ii lu'iir- 
ing, but towanlH the ond a fur mon? 
inudorjitu tuuu iirovaik-d, and the ^viml- 
ui) wa.s (juile auiioablo, in wpile of the 
diircivucus of opiaiou oxprossud. Tin; 
ball was crowded before y o'elock — a 
somewhat unusual thing in Yietonu, 
where mccthigs arc rather slcnv in start- 
ing. * . 

Mayor Rcdfcru, who arrived at S 
o'clock, was received with prolonged 
applause and proceeded to read the requi- 
sition calliug the meeting. Mr. Shake- 
speare moved that the mayor take the 
chair, but His Worship deelined to .do ho 
on this occasion. Aid. I'liilliiJ.s was 
then na.'ued by Mr, John Uram, and 
was accepted without any opi)osition; 
;iiid a seeretary whs clioseu iu the per- 
son of Mr. 11. A. Muun, after a couple 
of other gentlomen had been nominated 
and declined. 

'The elmirniiui proposed that the geiitlc- 
nien who isigned tlie reiinisitioii .should 
lixst come forward to speak. lie called 
ui>on Mr. Williani Man-Iumt, liut there 
was no response. The chairman tlien 
said that he uaderstood there was a 
resolution to he olVered, and he called 
upon whoever was to move that resolu- 
tion to couie forward and take the 
I)latfurni. 

-Mr. Shakespeare said ilr. Marchant 
was nut present, and that Mr- (iralnuue 
was to movo the lirst resolution. 

Mr. 1j, D. Cirahanu.' came forward 
amid muigled ap|)lause and hisses, and 
waited quietly till the clamor ceased. 

A voice called " Introduce the speak- 
er," und then there was renewed uproar. 

Mr. Grahomc— " I am quite ready, Mr. 
Ohairmau, but I am not going to shout 
against the audience." He was pre- 
pared, he said, to gt^'e his views, bat did 
not think that this was an exhibition of 
fair play. 

Quiet Wtt-s finall.v restored, and .Mr. 
Grahame stated that he had been asked 
to propose a resohition, but had :i few 
prolimiuaj-j- remarks to make. The size 
of the gatheriag .sliowed tin? iulerest i)i 
the subject to be discussed. .Mr. Ited- 
fern laid been a good mayor, but v.-hen 
tliat geiitlenuia uttered the sentiments 
be did at the conunissi(;ners" nieetiag. 
the speaker disagreed with liiui, and 
would do all he could to prevent llie dis- 
semination and acceptation of such senti- 
ments us were uttered at that meeting. 
He was against the mayor and Dr. 
Helmeken out and out for the opinions 
lliey had expres.sed. Victoria stood to- 
day at the parting of the ways. It stood 
in danger of being declared a wiile open 
town. That wiis the opinion of men 
from Seattle and I'uget Sound 

Laughter and unprour here occasioned 
ivn interruption, aud a voice iuquirc<l: 
" What hoa that to do with us British- 
ers?" 

' A- sericfs of interruptions followed, and 
it was a little time before quiet was re- 
tored, the mayor having to rise aud ask 
that a fair hearing be accorded. 

Having spoken of morality as a noces- 
.sary foundation for a i)oople, Mr. Ora- 
hnme said that ho would speak of the 
physical asjK'ct of the subject. He had 
once been a medical student, and he 
' gave iiiKtances of the subjects he liad 
seen on the clinical tables. 'I'hi.' sight 
of Kuch subjects woubl frigliteu i)eople 
more than .anything that could be said 
to them. It could not be denioil that 
things in Victoria had been, to say th<> 
least, a little loose, and all that was now 
jLsked was that the laws on the stat\it(> 
book be enforced. He moved the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

" Whereas il appears from the reixjrts 
in the public press of the meeting of tlie 
board of police commissioners lield on 
the 29th Dec('nd)er that the board stood 
between the police and the enforcing of 
the law, especially in regard to the 
houses of prostitution, iu that ' the cliief 
, of police had been told so long as ilie 
houses were properly conducted not to 
interfere with them.* Be it resolved tliat 
we, the citizens of Victoria, now assem- 
bled, condemn in the sfirojigcst terms the 
conduct of the majority or the board of 
police commissioners — especially that of 
the chief niagfetrate of the city— lUr in- 
structing the chiof oi; i)olice not to en- 
force the law lis it stands \ipon the stat- 
ute book, and ,that.W(! dennind that in 
future the board of police commissioners 
see that the law is carried into eflVcr, 
and tliat copies of the foregoing resolu- 
tions he sent to the provincial govern- 
HM'nt and to the polici' coniinissioners. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell, the next speaker, 
said that people might ilifTer as to llie 
best means to he employed, but lie had 
no doubt that every man jiresent had :it 
heart the Ijest inti'rests of the city. 
Thanks were due to the jircss for the 
reports they had given of the nieciiiig 
under consideration, and for their edi- 
torial articles also. He was sorry th;it 
th(,' (]Uestion hail eonu' uii on llii> eve 
of an eli'ction, for the false impression 
was apt to go abroad that it was a poli- 
tical move with tlie object of uiiseatiiig 
the mayor. lie knew that those who 
asked for the meeting had no such idea. 
He read a number ol^ extracts from tiie 
comiulsHiomrrs' meeting ami the resohi- 
tions there brought up. JIuyor lied fern 
had spoken in favor of not enforcing tlie 
law too rigidly, as this whs a seaiioi t 
' town. Ho had come from Collingwood, 
one of the great lake shiliping towns, 
and in the six years hi" was there he 
was not aware that there was a bawdy 
house in the phici;. He took excejitiiin 
to the remarks of the mayor at the 
meeting. The law should not only be 
carried out against these i)oor creatures 
in the shacks mi (lliathani street, but the 
men who go there, (.\pplause). These 
houses were Icept up in defuince of the 
liiw, and, therel'ore, how could they be 
regulated as Dr. llelincken had said? 
])r. Ilelmckea's remarks were a libel on 
the womanhood of tlu' city, and should 
never have been uuide. 'IMu- law on 
the statute book should be enforced, and 
though tlu' moral evil was a dilliciilt 
thing to stop, yet it could not be stopped 
by relaxing tln^ law, as the comiaissioii- 
ers advocated. He acliuowledged that 
the church did not lio all it ought to lio, 
nov were the women's societit'S doing 
wliiU, tliev conid for the poor womeu. 
He would rather save them than treat 
them harshlv, but they Could not be 
saved by relaxing the law. The in-in- 
eiple should he to stop the. evil here and 
now as much iiH it could .bo stopped. It 
was an iiHtouuduig spectacle certainly 
for the chief mngistrnto of the city to 
tell the chief of police not to enforce the ^ 

Cries were here raised of " Time." 

Dr.- Campbell continued, saying that the shouting out tlilDRs that could I pot bo 
meeting had brought out the fact that heord In the general uproar, TUSxjmcct 



the e</.tnmi.ssioners were responsible for 
the violation of the law by not Iniving 
it earned out. If the people wanteil tu 
liave a, bt""^d.%0f commissioners carrv 
out the'la,Wv lot.theiu put unolher num 
on the board iu' place, of the present 
mayor, who was no'tia.lit person to be 
chief magistratCv: of ^Victoria. 
■ Mayor Itcdfcm then mounted the plat- 
form and took tho^opportunity of wish- 
ing everyone a happy ne'flf year— and that 
it might bo us prosperous as the lust. 
The Times took credit for throwing open 
the doors of the commissioners' meetings 
to the reporters. 'J'lie Colonist, too, had 
spoken as it the doors were thrown open 
onb" at the last meeting. The Municipal 
act laid down that the police couimis- 
siuners sianiid only he closed by residu- 
lion ifiul until the last meeting there had 
iii vi-r been any reipiMsc from the press 
to be lopreseuted. The social evil would 
always exist. It could not be stopped 
by law any more than could druiiucn- 
ness, and the jiolice commissioners felt 
that it would be better to liave il in 
places under control of the police than 
try to suppress it altogether and tlius 
scatter it all over the place. The only 
Wiiy to sto|) it was to educiite men to 
control their animal iustiiicMs. The may- 
or read the rcsolutiiiii passed at the eom- 
iiiissioners' laeetiiig. I''rom what was 
stated in the ju-ess lu' held ihiU the only 
tiling thai could In' done was thai pro- 
posed in tile resiilutioii of the coiiiniis- 
sioners, to ileal with the evil whenever 
it became conspieinais. 'J'o the best of 
his knowledge the lu'iiii'ipal of this reso- 
hition had been carried out in the past 
ten yciirs. The 'I'inies had s[ioken al>out 
tlie iiniiiher of these haunts of vice be- 
ing out of proportion to the size of the 
city. He would like to know what the 
Times' idea of the proper iiropurlioii was. 
(Ijiinglitiu'). 'J'lie 'i'imes, which posed as 
tile orgiin of the moral reform part.v, ai'- 
knowlodged thai this evil must exist. 
The Times had libelled the city in say- 
ing that their se^ise of ]iropriet.v hail 
l)ei?n so accustiimed to the sight of vice 
tliat it was almost hopeless to exjiect to 
shake it. The man who wrote the articles 
in the 'I'inu'S insulted the city and was 
a traitor to the city. (Cheers and coun- 
ter cheers). Great results could not be 
aitaiiied liy o.vtreme measures. It had to 
lie little by little. The man who wrote 
in tlie Times the malignant article say- 
ing the commissioners were acting as the 
associates of vice was a coward ami 
wrote what he knew • was not true. 
(Clieors and counter cheers). Victoria 
was as moral n city as ut the universe. 
C Uproar aud shouts' in assent and dis- 
sent). The statistics t.uDllshcd mouthi; 
showed this. He had lately taken the 
trouble to find out exactly the number of 
tlu^se women iu the city. There are 71. 
(Uproar). If necessary he could give the 
names of these and the owners of thd 
property, too. Since then three of tliesi' 
women had left the city. In the Times 
be had seen a lie and a slander against 
the city in tlie article publish(?d ii little 
time ago about tla^ seven school boys. 
'J'lie editor of the Times hud admitted lie 
only got it second hand. 

Mr. Grahame — No, 1 did not. 
The mayor continued that if the editor 
li.-ui known the story was a fact he 
should have gone to the school trustees 
about it. The attempt was to niiike |h>- 
litical capital against the mayor. iCheers 
aini counter cheers). 

Jtefcrring to saloons, the mayor said 
that the commissioners were bliiaied 
very much for what they did not de- 
serve. The council by the .Mnnieipal 
act had the power to pass regulations 
but the commissioners Imd no power to 
do so. Kev. Mr. Spoer and Dr. bewit 
Hall had hud a long talk with the com- 
missioners on the subject and Sverc. com- 
pelled to lidmit that the commissioners 
had no power to rtfguhito these saloon^ 
The police magistrate hud suggested that 
tliese gentlemen get up a petition to the 
council and Ur. Hall said he would si'C 
that such u petition would be got up 
within three mouths-:-thttt was six 
months ago, but no petition had yet 
been presented. • 

Dr. Hall — The effort was made and 
other parties took the matter up and if 
it was not carried out it was not my 
fault. 

The mayor considered this present 
movement a political dodge and un at- 
tempt to make this a test question at the 
election. (Uproar). He had been actu- 
ated in what he had done by the best 
interests of the city. He was so suie 
tliat the action he had taken was ondors 
ed liy the majority of the people that hi 
expected in the coining election to lit 
placc'd at the head of llie poll. (Ap- 
plause). 

Mr. .lolin (irant then came to the front 
in response to loud calls. 'J'he (luestion 
before the meeting- was n rather import- 
ant one, he said, and was wlietlii r thi 
city were to be governed by rea.soiialili: 
men or placed in the hands of cranks 
.'iiid agitators — a sort , of moral scaven- 
gers. 'J'liose were not I he men he want- 
ed. ICvery man ought to be tabooed who 
spoke of the city as liad been done in 
the press to traduce its good name. On 
the one side they were advertising tlio 
cit.v and on the other hand they were 
warning people tu keep away. reople 
who did that kind of thing might not to 
be tolerated. The city of Vict/irla could 
'■onipare more than tavoraltly with any 
town in till? Diiniiuion. (.\i>iilause and 
sboiits of ",N'o. no"). He hiid seen more 
i-owdyisin in little towns iu the lOast in 
one day than in N'ietoria in a year. The 
niovemenl was a reil herring to work 
against -Mayor Ki'dfern at. the coming 
election. It was an attemiit to get the 
city iMiutrolled by extremists and fad- 
dists, hilt wlieii the voles were coiiuled 
-Mayiir Ki'dfern would bi- at the bead of 
the poll. He moved in anieniliiient lo 
the ri'solution, seconded by Mr. ,1. K. 
Cani))bell: "Tlial this meeting of the 
citizi'iis of A'ictoria in public assenibleil 
cominends the action of Messrs. Itedfern 
aud Helmeken in the position they' aH- 
stimed at the recent meeling of the police 
coinniissioners." 

This was greeted with hisses, clieer.s 
and howls in deafening chorus. 

-Mr. \\'illiaiu Marcliant was called iip- 
011 and cat calls, cheers, liisses and ap- 
plause made things lively for a while as 
he stood wailing. For ii few minutes 
lu> could only l)e hoard in "Mr. Chair- 
man," when groans and howls interrupt- 
ed him. He held Ids gnmiid for ten 
minutes, but could not gia a bearing. 
lOvery time he essayed to speak there 
were cries of "Question," lie was hejird 
to say that ho was fiot afraid of the is- 
sue of the meeting, it was all ve^ry 
well to speak about washing dirty linen 
iu pnblic but it .was worse to have diiiy 
linen to wash. Let the two iiolice coin- 
iiiissionerM say that the city should lie 
handed over to the lawless. (Howls). 
The opposition here to-night' came from 
the men whgi -woro in favor of keeping 
the hell, houses In Victoria. Let the 
traitors be held forth. 
Cries of "No politics." 
The noblest kindv[ofo;|),plltics was that 
which cared for the ipoprs and girls of 
the cily. He would jdin with any ninn 
who would stand forlh for ^)llrity. 'Wliat 
was so likely to drag .dflwu the fair 
name of tlio city as that the chief magis- 
trate would not have the Jaw carried 
out? 

All this was uttered amid continued in- 
terruptions, men waving their, urnis and 



ing, Mr, Miirchant denied, had any poli- 
tical 'motive. The grandest bulwarks of 
tlie country was the law and when the 
people iiad spoken the law sliould be up- 
held. 

Another man, whose name could not 
be learned, came out of the luidienei^ and 
tried for a few minutes, without success, 
to speak. Ho retired, as the peoiile 
would . not ■ listen, before anyone kucw 
which side, ho was going to take. 
' Mr, John Macmillan had a similar cx- 
poricuco to Mr, Mnrclnint, for every 
time he (iittompted to sjieak there was a 
storm of noise, mixed with encouraging 
cries from ids frii-uds of " (Jo it, Mac," 
und "Stay witli them." He declared 
ill the lulls of the storiu that he would 
slay till lliey did hear him, or no one 
else eoulil get a eliaiice. 

The ehairnian spoke in liis ear, appar- 
ciilly advising him mil lo persist, as Mr. 
Macmillan iiul his arm up and sliouled: 
•' 1 liiive a riglil to he heard, and 1 de- 
iiiand fair ide.y. 1 will not lie brow- 
beaten, and I deiiiaiiil a hi'aring." 

'• .Mayor Itedlern. call .vour linodlums 
to ordeV," yelled Dr. lOrnesl Hall. 

.Mayor Uedferii, who had several times 
ap[>i':iled on behalf of the siiejikers, 
begged Ihi' audience lo liear wlial Mr. 
JIaciiiillan had to .say. 

This apiieal iiad llie desired effect, and 
yir. Macniilhin was allowed to jiroceed. 
AVheii the coniniissioiiers, lie went 
unilerlook to set aside the laws, he had 
a right to iirotest- .Mayor, lledfcrn wa,- 
an lioiionible man, hut ho was n mis 
taken man, and should he relegated ti 
private life. Mayor Itedfern, to do him 
justice, liiiil not begun this thing, but 
liad simply carried out what other may- 
ors had done. 

Kev. Ualpli AV. Trotter next cami' 
the front, and wlien some one asked him 
what hi> knew about the city, hi' 
lilieil: "I am a citizen, and 1 liave paid 
niy taxes." He inteiiiled to stn]) in thi 
city to tight, tliis evil to the liiiish, and 
llmt was his reason for mil aiee|)liiig a 
call to Jiossland. lie had been eiiii- 
ilemiied for saying lliinns in the inil|iit 
not half as strong as were said hen' to- 
night, lie was here in the interests of 
Itritish justice. 'I'hey talked about the 
naiiiby-|iaiiiby people, but he could tell 
them that it was the iianiliy-pamby peo 
pie who siiipporteil two ri'fii.ge homes ti 
look after the jxior victims, the rl'sult^ 
of the vice which some people tried to 
apliold. He stood as a Briton for the 
enl'oreeuiciit of tlie law. 

Jlr. C. H. Lugriu beuis called upon, 
said he would rather see Uie vote put at 
once, as the hour was late. As- editor 
of the Colonist, he wished- to sair that 
there was no foundation • for the slat 
ment that the paper had taken up this 
question in opposition to .Mayor Ked 
fOrn politically, .\s far as he was cmi- 
cerned, he did not know that there was 
going to be !i meeting of the commis- 
sioners natil it bad taken place, lie en- 
dorsed the statement of Mr. Cram that 
N'ictin'ia Wiis an orderly eily, and would 
say with an experience of living in a 
number of cities that it would compare 
with any in this respect. Hut iu no 
city in which he liad resided had the 
social evil been more prominent ou the 
streets. He liad never lived anywliere, 
nor would he live in any city where hi' 
dill not stand up fur the enforcement of 
the law. In reference to the slalenieul 
by one of tlie eoimnissioners that vice 
was necessary to keep young men from 
the lunatic asylum, he wislied lo say 
thai was utterly and atisolulely falsi.', 
lie had spent bis youth niiioiig men who 
now lielil prominent jiositioas in the 
various walks of life, and he could say 
tliut not one of them found vice neces- 
sary to keep I hem from the lunatic asy- 
lum. Another reason given by one of 
tbe commissioners was that these places 
were accessary to presiirve the daugh- 
ters of the city. He was a father of a 
family, and he asked no sacriliee of 
other girls to save his daughters. If 
these women saved the honors of the 
young women of llie city, then why did 
not nieii carry this to a logical coiiclu- 
siiin anil jia.v them honor in the streets, 
lie denied that the course of the Colo- 
nist had been prejudicial to the interests 
of the city Notliiiig more prejudicial to 
the city could go forth than that the 
men charged with carrying out the law 
had put themselves on record as oji- 
[losed to carrying il out Prostitution 
could not be suppressed, but neither 
could iiiiirder nor larceny, but that was 
np reason for nol en forcing the law 
against these crimes. (.Vjiplausc). He 
asked, in closing, lliat tliis large ami 
representative nieetiiig sh.mld not allow 
il to go forth that lliey were opposed to 
till' enforeemeiii of the' law-. 

.Mayor Ui'iU'ern explained that when 
he S|ioke as to the iniivenient being a 
Iiolilical one, be did not mean lo refer 
to either the Coloiiisl. or tlie Times. 

llev. .f. C. Speer, who followed, was 
in accord wiili .Mr. Lugrin as lo the 
orderliness of tlie city, hut one could nol 
be blind to the fact that courtesans 
wire very conspicuous ,Qn the Streets. 
The niuyor, as iMliqe commissioner, 
should see tliit the law vyas carried out, 
and not allow it to bo evaded. ISvo of 
the police coinniissioners hiuT' been 
against the eiiforci'iuent of the law. He 
catered his protest against this, and lie 
thiiughl, as he looked on the faces of 
the people in the audience, that they 
wiiiild make n|) their minds to see that 
the law was carried out. 

.Mr. .\lex. Wilson disclaimed that there 
was any political motive in this meet 
iiig. lie hoped that the resolution 
wiiuld carry, for lie enilorseil it heartily, 
The aiuendnient was llien put by the 
cliairman, and wliile there were man.- 
who \c)tcil for it, the show of hands 
sliowi'il that the great nnijority were ad 
verse in the a iiieiiilmenl. 

'I'lie chairman declared it lost, ami 
tlii'ii the ri'solntiim was jnit and carried 
by an overwhi'huiiig iuuj'<rity. It was 
nearly 12 o'clock when the meeting ail- 
jourucd. «

I presume you 
know me well enough, that in refusing to 
answer the summons I do not do so with 
the intention of committing contempt of 
court, hut as a government ofllcer here, 
under explicit instructions which I have 
complied with I cannot appe.tr now iu 
the court house, Victoria, on Wednesday 
morning. 

"F, SOUES." 

Mr. Justice Drake— I fear that the law 
cannot take such an excuse. 

^Ir. Hunter remarked that Mr. Soiies 
evidently did not want to jcoiiardizo his 
position with I he government by com- 
ing here without leave. 

Mr. Justice Drake — Surely that would 
not jeo|iardize him.

Soues liad to lie here or the customary 
ton days' notiee iiiust be given of the 
intention to jirodiu.e certain documents 
under the Kvidenee act. 

Jlr. Justice Drake remarked that evi- 
dently Mr. Soues from his owji letter was 
soraewliat nervous about his "position, 
liut that must not stand in' the way of 
liis attending the court. 

Mr. Bodwell hoped the court would not 
suppose that an attempt was being made 
to prevent Mr. Soues' attendance 

Mr. Justice Drake answered that he 
had not. said that. Mr. Soues may be 
ra titer nervous of his position and ap- 
parently that was the case, but he must 
iittend the summons and If it was neces- 
sary to have him here there must be an 
iidjounimont. 

Mr. Bodwell said that evidently Mr. 
Soues had been summouod too late to 
come in time. 

Mr. Hunter— He could have got here 
just as easily as a letter. 

Air. Justice Drake — Lot the ollieer call 
Mr. Soues outside three times. 

Accordingly, after tlie fashion of the 
eoiirt, Mr. Slieriff McMillan walked out- 
side and his voice eould lie heard aloud 
calling tliree times for Jlr. Soues. Nat- 
urally Mr. Soues being in Clinton, there 
.was no response and so no one looked 
surprised when Mr. SherifC returned and 
announced seriously that there was no 
answer to his call.

The ease was ordered adjourned till 
Tliiirsdii,v, January 12, the iiucstion of 
coats being reserved.

Henderson sustain- 
ed a sprained ankle in falling into a 
crevice at a place where they had wan- 
dered off the trail. Immense drifts are

a week ago. The count is unatile to get 
farthi'r and is coiii|)elled to remain there, 
as are many otiu'rs, until the cold weath- 
er comes.

t'eiinock, the Vates stroc't Jeweller, is de- 
I'eiKhiiit, and his neighbor and buslrcss 
rival, ,S. A. Stoddart, the coinplaliiln;,' 
witness, developed several new and very 
sensational, features yesterday, these arts- 
lug out of the evidence of tho son, Fred, 
stocidurt, whoso .crosa^xamlnatlon is yet 

to coaie. Iu effect this' witness denied 
enijihatieally that he had taken the dla- 
iiiiind rli'c tliat is the ba.«Is of the prose- 
cution, and bis tc'^litiiony goes to de- 
Uionstrale that lln^ nccu-ied by lueans o( 
false l<eys made by himself, himself rob- 
bed tile hStoddart establisliiiient. 'J'he son's 
connectlou with the case, according to 
bis testimony, was limited to liis 
efforts to recover the iuISM.'.iig property 
for Ills father when he had come to bi>- 
lieve that Pennock has stolen It. In con- 
iiei llon with the recovery of tho vuliiiible 
rln;;— or riitlier the unset stoiu — lie adnillti'd 
liavli'.i-; sl^neil a paper addressod tQ W, 11, 
I'vunoek, Mdiultlln;,' that lie bail stolen 
the llt'.t; anil sold it to I'riiiiock, the latter 
iiot kiiowiiii^ It to have bi.'eii stolen. This 
course he took, be now says, after con- 
sultation with his fatUer, and on the gunr- 
aiitoe by Pennock that tho rtoeumeut would 
be kept a seerct. 

Tlio Urst witness of the day was Luther 
Calvert, who had been with Mr. Stoddart, 
t;r., secreted iu Dr. Ernest Hall's ofllce to 
overhear the conversation there between 
the accused and Fred. Stoddnit. lie cor- 
roborated a portion of what hud been jirc- 
vlously disclosed In evidence touchlns tills 
conversation— the talk was about a dliunond 
ling and Fred. Stoddart wanted the accuseii 
to (,'lvc lilm money with which to leave the 
eeiiiiti-y. He also wanted the accused 
to see Mr. Stoddart, sr., and Induce him 
10 help him away. Then Pennock and 
Fred. Stoddart went away ond be could 
not Kiiy what elsu trnnsplrc<l. 

le cross esamluatlon by Mr. Bclyoa this 
wiiuess stated that the conversation did 
not last long- perhaps ten minutes. The 
drift of Fred, Stoddart's remarks apptiarcd 
to be that he was suspected of stealing tho 
ring referred to, whexeBB I'cnnock knew 
more about It than he did. 

'i'lien Fred. Stoddart took the stand ami 
sensational developments coinnicncc<i al- 
most Immediately. Kc was -.'ti yeai-s of 
hki', and had been hnndliiiK dlanioiids for 
twenty years, lie Iiad uorlied for tlie 
iicoused, ho said, from .May. l.S!)7, to Feb- 
ruary, ISflS, and koIur to renuoeli's place 
of business one nl:;bt found iiliii inakliif,' a 
Uev. He asked lilui if lie had turned lock- 
Kiiillli, .Tnd received an evasive answer. 
He laid also asked wliti llie key was for. 
and was told "a certain liarty," I'eniidck 
not sayinK who the party was. There was 
a striking slinllnrlty lietwecn the key Pen- 
nock was niakhiK and tliac in witness' 
possession, which opened the main door of 
Ills father's (Mr. Stoddart's) >tore. He 
lad compared the key of his father's 
store with the one reniioct had madCi and 
found them very much <illke.

Thet« 
were two safes In his father's 8t*r«. Pen- 
nock did not know their combinations. He 
hrtti seen some -flgares ou Mr. Peanock's 
wall. 

Mr. Bclyea-JuBt like a fairy tale. 

Contlnttlng Ms testimony the yoongcr Mr, 
Stoddart said that he did not know the 
eafe combinations.. He knew the flgurcs 
partliilly. After long tbongbt ho could per- 
haps give tho flffupcs. He had hear<l of 
the disappearance of the rhiK on the Mon- 
day ' following Its loss. His father had no 
other ring of the same description. Hefore 
he know of the loss of this rini? lie bad 
scon the ring In Pennock's possession and 
had asked to look at It. Hi- had then r«- 
ninrked that it looked very much like one 
his father bad, at which remark Mr. I'en- 
nnek had appeared annoyed. 

The direct examination being rnntlniie<l 
by Hon. I'red. Teters, Stoddart said that 
his father bad st.ippeil ills credit, an.T be 
liiid several times sone to renufli'k for 
assistance, borrowing money from him on 
some occasions, and .it aiiotlior time getting 
lihn to gimrantee hoard at the restaurant. 

"He said then," he young maa continued, 
"that mv fatiier bad mls»ed a ring. Ho 
toll! me,' too, that my fa'thcr bellcvod I 
had duplicate keys of his store, but 1 
was not; to say anything to anyone about 
his Imving told mc of the loss of the ring 
or the duplicate keys, (his being to throw 
pu; cilT iii,y guard, I lieUvvei.l that It Wfls 
llie Slime' ol.l sloO'-l^ ii*>* ''nt'^''* "i>i'»s"«'5 
niirthlng he alwnvs suapccted me. 

T'i nnoek safrf for me aot to come around 
his store, but If I wanted to meet him to do 
si> bv appointment. At that time 1 d'd 
not know what iiartleular rlus was mlss- 
int;. Several days after this, anotiier I'oii- 
versation took place hi I^eniioek's store. 
I had been looking in my father's window 
and noticed that tills particular ring was 
no loa(;er witli tlie otliei-s, where li hail 
lieen. Hiivliig notiei-il tills, I went to 
si-e I'ennoi'k, ami told lilni tliiit I had foiiiiil 
mil the ling tliiit my father liiid lost, anil 
r iilso said I was eonlldenl that it was 
this same ria:,' that I iiad seen In bis 
possession, rennoek simply InUKlied at me 
and said there were lotM of rings like 
It. 

".VII this time rennoek bad been giving 
me, or rather loaning mc, money to pay 
my hoard.- I had frequently borrowed mon- 
ey from lilm before and paid him back, 
lioforo doing anything In regnrd to the 
ring. I eonsultod with Dr. Kracut Hall, a 
friend of mine, whose ndvlce T took In' 
the matter. Then I had a talk with my 
father. 

"The next convi'rsat Ion I bud Willi ren- 
noek was on Peeember lit, and on tlii^ 2."ith 
(.Siiiiiiay) I had a eonversal Inn in regard 
to tills Interview with my father. I next 
met rennoek and Iiad a ronvers.itlon wll!'

He Imil turned 
out the gas, and I ivaateil Iilm to go with 
me to Dr. llnll's ofliee aiiil have a talk. 
He salil: 'AVIiy can't we talk li(>re; the 
store next door has closed up, anil no one 
will overhear usV T told liltn I wanted 
to get away, nnd had a plan— or Kciieduie 
of what r intended to do, but had left It 
at Sr. Hall's office. Ho then locked up 
and went •with mo. 

"I had.:- stationed the others where they 
c'onld overhear what was said. There arc 
.four rooms In 'Dr. Halt's suite— a reception 
room, a consnltlnpr room, a bedroom nnd 
a private room, wlileli we might call the 
surgery. In wliiidi my father ami Calvert 
were. 

"I'ennoek was extremely ueTvous on en- 
tering. He Idokeil :ill ardiinil a irieat ilea) 
to size up llie plaee lo sec (lint I hero was 
no one aronnil. Tlie room In ivlileli my 
father iinil Calvert were I had locked nm' 
be pineed his hand on the knob of,'^f»lis 
door nnd tried It. I laughingly -tolavhlw 
there was no one around, but he", 
appeared catreraely nervous, and I liatt!

liculty In getting hiin to slt doWQ, although 
I liaii olVered lilm a cbnir. Eventually be 
did sit down, on a chair within three feet 
of the cDiineetiiig door that be hud tried 
and which led Into the room where Hie 
other two were secreted. 

"1 said to him: 'Peanock, you've got 
to do something for mc, and do It right 
away.' I asked him then II he had the 
ring that be had taken from my old man, 
or my father, still la his possession, or It 
ho bad sold It yet. He answered that he 
had not sold It— he still had It In his pos- 
Kessloii.

You give mo 
SCO and get my father to give me $50 more, 
and I'll go nnd live with some friends In 
the East.' Ho at oneo comiueneed to ex- 
plain how bad times had been with him, nnd 
said that he would give me $20 and see 
my lather la the morning, l replied 
iliat $25 would ho of no VSO to me «n such 
a trip. Via tScn parted. 

"C ♦aw Sir. Pennock tin- following day 
in his store, nnd aslied him If he bad seen 
my father. Ho replied negatively, but 
said he would si'<> liiin shortly. I went 
back and saw my father, and two hoars 
later eaileil on I'ennoek again, apparently 
not having come from my father's store 
at all. Ill' said lie liail not yet been in. 
hilt woHliI go as qiiloiny lis possibb-, lliat 
he had been very busy. I said that_ I 
wnnlil eall ag:iin. 

•T reliiiaed again to Pennoek's shop some 
linn- about one o'clock, wiieii the nppren- 
Ike liiiii left for dinner. Getting him 
alone 1 said: 'Pennnek, you tell mo you'v 
got Unit illaiiiond rliig yet. If you give 
me that ring I feel tUa^ I will be replaced 
In my father's eonlldence.' He says to me, 
he nays: 'Ho you think that Will ttx every- 
thing up?' 1 says 'l feel assured of It— 
positively. I asked hlin It he had It here, 
and he told mc no^lt nas oiit on approval, 
1 asked htm when he would 'get It back 
ami be told mc that ho would have it 
bac1t Hi almost any moment. I told him 
I would eall again. 

"1 then report e<l to my father at 
store. I nenr back very Khorlly and Raid 
to I'eniinck; "Have you got that ring yet 
He says: 'No: you can't have It; I've sold 
It.' 

"I became very bitter at lilin then, 
said to lilm: 'Do you know, I'ennoek, I 
could rnin yon and put you In the pen?' 
I said: "It Is you In particular more than 
anybody else, and more than my father, 
wlio lijis been defaming luy character in 
this oily.

"Uk .Iskeil iiie to give him till the next 
day, and I refused to do RO. He then 
begged me to comi' biiek at four o'eioek, 
and I gaci' iiliii until that tli'ie. Then 1 
went and reported to my father. 

"At four o'clock I returned nnd said to 
Mr. I'cnnock: 'It la four o'clock, Mr. Pen- 
nock.' He aald It was <ll right, calling mc 
to his desk, as there was someone In the 
store. He brought out a paper for me to 
sign, banding It to mo to sign as there were 
people In the place. After reading It I 
deeliued to sign. He then said to go 
ahead and do as I liked, as tho paper was 
to protect hiiuHelf; it was simply between 
me and him, and no one else would ever 
see It. 

"I returned and had a ennverHatlon with 
my lather, and again went to I'cniiock's 
store, I Siilii: 'Peiiniick, If yon will kee|) 
that paper between oiirselver, I will sign 
It.' He promised to du so, and I signed 
It. After signing it I placed my hand on 
the paper ami lie prodneed out of his 
pocket an inisel diamond, wiileh 1 took to 
be my father's. 

"The dociiiiient was addressed to \V. II. 
IViinock, setting forth that '1 hereby 
acknowledge iuivlng stolon a diamond from 
my father and sold It to him fW. H. Pen 
iioek), ho not knowing that It had becii 
sioieu.' .1 also acknowI.(i<lgcd. .ItS' return 
to me,' I, paid hlioi 'UO Jnoucyi but merely 
signed this document. Proceedings were 
then taken for Pennock's arrest." 

At the concliislon of the direct cxnmlnn- 
tlon oC tills witness, Mr. llelyea, for the 
(lefenee, ajiplled for a remand of the case 
ill view of the very extraordinary char- 
acter of the testimony Just roceived, and 
niso asked that Mr. Stoddart, Jr., inlglit he 
liound over to appear to.- cross-exumination 
This latter request was .|iiiekly resented 
by eriiiiisel for the prosecution, Hon. Fred. 
Peters ansni-lng ills linilber at the bar 
that the wllness would lie on iiand, although 
it would lint be proper proceilnre to liind 
him until the close of UIh evidence. Tile 
security asked for by Mr. Belyea was 
not deemed necessai'y by the court, nnd 
the case was adjourned until to-day at 
10:].'i a.m., when the young man will go 
i pon the rack for eros.<i-eiratalnallou.
